mended to the Horse Breeders’ As 
sociation for consideration and action. 
His letter in part is as follows: 

“T think that most of us now realize 
that we have all got to do something 
to help our country at this critical 
time, and there is no question but that 
we ull can assist in some way if we 
It occurs to me 
that the horse breeders of the west can 


really wish to do so. 


help their country very materially, 
and at the same time help themselves 
also. Tam bringing this matter to 
your attention, and wou!d suggest that 
you take it up through your columns. 
‘*Let us assume that a large number 
of horses will be required for this war, 
if not just at once, at any rate later on 
—horsesfor cavalry, artillery and trans- 
port, ind these horses must be broken 
and well broken. I would appeal to 
the patriotic horse breeders to offer 
their best horses ata fair figure, and 
to sellas many as they possibly can. 
Supposing they run themselves short 
of hroken horses for their own wants, 
they can easily break in others and 
thereby give work to men who might 
not otherwise easily oliain work. 
SELL BROKEN HORSES 

“I know that if I were still in the 
business I would sell every broken 
horse I could, and go to work at once 
and buy unbroken horses, and put 
them to work, thereby circulating 
money and giving extra employinent. 
I would kcep on breaking horses all 
winter, and I would also feed them 
well during the winter, and have them 
in good condition for sale in the spring, 
when they will be much in demand. 
I am confident that our ALBERTA 
horsemen have the opportunity of do 
ing something for their country and 
for themselves, and also for the good 
name of the Alberta bred horse, if 
they will handle the situation ina busi- 
ness-like way and encourage the army 
remount purchasers to buy their hor- 
ses Todothis they must offer their 
good horses at a fair price and in sat 
isfactory numbers, and have them in 
good condition and really well broken, 
‘*Phere is no reason why a very good 
trade cannot be done, and it rests with 
the horsemen themselves to go in and 
doit. I think it would he a good plan 
for the Horse Breeders’ Association 
to calla meeting to organiz: a definite 
campaign the government 
trade,”

Canadian Flour 
Mills will run at 
Full Capacity 


Orders from the Dominion and On. 
tario Governments for an aguregate of 
1,250,000 barrels of flour are only the 
beginning of the increased demand on 
the flour mills of Canada as a result of 
the war. 

‘The mobilization of the armies of 
Europe will result in a large recuction 
in the acreage sown to wheat in that 
Continent. That reduction in acre 
age and consequent reduction 1n yield 


will greatly increase the demand for 
wheat and flour from other producing 
countries, Canada will find a ready 
market for all the wheat and flour she 
can export during the war. The flour 
mills of Canada will be kept busy 
grinding Canadian wheat into Can- 
adian flour for export to the Mother 
Country at this time of trial. In the 
home warket also there will be an in- 
creased demand for flour. The ten- 
dency of many will be to use more 
bread and other staple articles of food 
instead of some of the luxuries ot the 
table. ‘This will mean an increased 
consumption of flour. 

Thus it would appear that the 7000 
men who are working in the flour 
mills of Canada are assured of con- 
tinued employment throughout the 
war. It is possible the number of 
employees in flour mills will have to 
be increased but even if an increase 
should be unnecessary the continued 
Operation of this industry will mean 
the circulation of approximately four 
million dollars a year in wages to Can- 
adian workmen.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


HE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the Jand in each of 
three years. A homesteader -may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farin of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, scrubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent, 

A homeasteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Price $8 per 
acre. Duties—Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300.

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THEWHALING INDUSTRY 
GAINING IMPORTANCE 


USE OF MODERN METHODS RE. 
SULTS iN GREATER RETURNS 
THAN FORMERLY 


Immense Sums Are Invested in the 
Industry by Canadian and American 
Firms—U.8 Congress to be Asked 
to Safeguard industry in Alaska. 


Washing‘on.—Contrary to the ac- 
cepted belief iu this country whaling 
is still a great industry, and it is 
growing rapidly in the Pacific ocean 
adjacent to the cousts of the two 
Americans, This is the assertions of 
W. 8S. Dwinnell, of Minneapolis, who 
with other Minreapolitans is interest- 
ed in one of the two whaling compan- 
jes operating stations in Alaska and 
who is trying to secure legislation by 
congress for the conservation of the 
supply of whales as well as the pro 
tection of thos? engaged in the bust- 
ness. 


Recently a favorable report was 
made in the senate on a bill present- 
ed by Senator Knute Nelson, provid- 
ing that no whaling station should be 
established in Alaska at a less dis- 
tance thai 76 miles from another. The 
Measure was introduced at the in- 
stance of Mr. Dwinnell, who in an ar- 
Gument before .he senate committee 
on fisheries, showed that large 
amounts are invested in whaling ves- 
sels and stations on the Pacific coast. 

“Up to a few years ago practically 
all whaling was carried on in Atlan- 
tic waters, but in recent years there 
has been a gradual development of 
the industry in the virgin waters of 
the Pacific,” said Mr. Dwinnell. “Sta- 
tions have beer. established on thea 
coast of Chile, on the west coast of 
Mexico, in British Columbia and in 
Alaska. The only American stations 
fre located at Grays Harbor, Wash., 
Port Armstrong in Southeastern Al- 
aska, and on Akutan fsland—one of 
the most weste:ly of the Aleutian 
froup. Owing tc the long stretches 
of shore line in Alaska and on the 
Pacific coast of-the United States, 
the industry, properly protected: and 
encouraged, shculd and doubtless will 
become of much importance. 

“It has beon demonstrated that 
when fishing is carried on extensive, 
and the vast majority of whales 
caught, they se2m to abandon that par- 
ticular locality in subsequent years. 
This {8 due efiher to the knowledge 
they may have of the dangers of the 
locality or to the fact that so large 
a proportion of the whales accustom- 
ed to frequent the particular harbor 
or locality in question have been des 
troyed. In any event, it is known that 
what may be termed ‘over-whaling’ 
will cause the whales to almost entire- 
ly disappear from a given locality. 

“If, then, wisling {s to be carried 
cn successfully in our Alaskan waters 
and the whole {: to be so conserved 
that it wilf continue to frequent these 
waters, then there must be limitation 
placed upen the number which may be 
caught in any given locality. The only 
limitation that may practically be put 
upon the catch is one that will pre- 
vent the location of more than one 
station at any given place. 

“On account «1 the invention of the 
harpoon gun, whaling now is carried 
on like any other large industrial and 
commercial enterprise. Large amounts 
of money cre invested in the busi 

_ness, a certain Canadian company 
having an investment of something 
over $5,000,000, while one of the Amer- 
ican companies operating in West- 
ern Alaska hae an investment of 
$500,000, and the other companies 
cperating in Southeastern Alaska and 
at Grays Harbor have each invest- 
mentes of $300,000, The necessity of 
Jarge equipment, involving the iny<st- 
ment of large capital, was all brought 
about through the harpoon gun. 

“An average hale is of the weight 
of fifty head of fat cattle and pro- 
duces from thirty to fifty barrels of 
ofl, beside a considerable amount of 
fertilizer and whalebone. The size ani 
strength o: the whale requires the 
heaviest machinery, made of the best 
material, while the modern methods 
of capture increase the number taken 
to such an extant that shore stations, 
where are handled the carcasses of 
whales, must be established ct large 
expense. 

“It {is not uncommon to see  in- 
vested ina single shore station $150,- 
000, and the method of construction is 
such that it is cifficult and well-nigh 
impossible to r.»move the same from 
one location tc another. Also the 
transportation ot supplies, of which 
fuel is an important item, from tho 
base of operaticn to the whaling sta- 
tion and the transportation of the oil 
and other products from the station to 
Seattle involves £n equipment of taak 
steanier's o- barges, likewise requiring 
a large investrient of capital. It must 
therefore be apparent that if the Un- 
ited States |; (> profit from this mar- 
ine industry and if the industry is not 
to be monopol’zed by our Canadian 
and Mexican noighbors, it will have 
to conserve the whale and furnish te 
same protection to capital engaged 
therein as i3 Gene by the two coun- 
{ries just referred to. 

“In Mexico ‘ic whaling is permitted 
except when concession is granted, 
and it is reported—though on account 
of the state of disorder there exist: 
ent the report has not been verified— 
thatthe ‘ght to whale has been 

ranted to a company in a few har- 
bors remotely ‘ocated from cach cti- 
er. In Canad ar acthas been passe? 
Prohibiting the location of stations 
neaser together/than 200 miles. The 
distance of seventy-five miles was de- 
~fermined upon in the p ed mea

LIGHTING THE BIG CANAL 


There Will Be No Difficulty tn Locat- 
Ing the Panama Channel 

The lighting of tie Panama canal 
will be an interesting feature of the 
great enterprise. The canal will be 
lighted throvghout by automatic unat- 
tended lights, cach having a distinct 
characteristic, At ihe entrances ana 
through jatun iake a double row of 
about sixty autumatic acetylene light 
ed buoys w.ll mark the channel. Ths 
channel wi! be defined further by 
powerful rapid flashing range lights, 
one set at eitt.er end of each succes- 
sive tangent, thee permitting vessels 
Boing in vither direction to take their 
range off the tow. 

The centre liaes of each range are 
set far enough apart to enable the 
largest vessels to pass cach other ia 
comfort. shrough Culebra cut, or 
wherever the proximity of the banks 
permits, beacots wii! be used instead 
of buoys. The s‘des of the canal chan 
nel will be narked by gas buoys about 
every mile, with {ntermediate spar 
buoys. Each gas buoy will consist of 
a cylindrical, floating, steel body, sur- 
mounted by a steel frame which sup- 
ports a light and lews at a height of 
of fifteen feet ubovo water level.—

Victoria—Three new pre-emptcrs’ 
Maps covering the Nechaco, Chilcoten 
and North Fhompson districts, have 
just been issued by the surveys branch 
of the d2,artment of lands. These 
maps form part ofua series of ten, cov- 
ering approximately 100,000 square 
miles of land, and will prove of great 
assistance to intending pre-emptors. 
They show the lands surveyed to date 
in the sections covered, the tracts 
available for pre-emption being shown 
in pink, while those taken up are in- 
dicated in white, The surveyed areas 
shown in pink: and the unsurveyed 
land shown in the same color can be 
pre-empted at the office of the govern- 
ment agent of the land-recording divi- 
sion in which {t is situated. It is nec- 
essary to stake the unsurveyed land 
and describe it according to metes ani 
bounds in the application. The survey- 
ed tracts can be applied for without 
staking, beng described in the applica- 
tion by they number. 

Maps have e#lready been issued in 
this series shcewiug the lands for 
pre-emption in the Fort George and 
Tete Jaune districts. It was in these 
districts that 80,000 acres were open 
ed to pre-emption last month, and 
over three-quarters of this land re- 
main oper. The new maps cover 
the aeras adjoining that embraced in 
previous ones; the whole series are 
drawn to connect with each other. 

The Nechaco sheet shows the ter- 
ritory westwara of the Fort George 
district extending to the Hazelton 
division and embraces the great in- 


terior lake basin, and the Nechaco, 
Endako and other fertile valleys. 
The North Thompson sheet shows 


the land adjoining the new C.N.R. 
Railway, and extends northward 
from the railway belt to the territory 


embraced in .<re maps. previousty 
published. It includes the Canem 
Lake, Bricge fake and Bonaparte 


districts of Eastern Lillooet and the 
Lake districts, other areas in whica 
settlement fs taking place. The Chil- 
oten sheet covers the Northern Lil 
looet and Southern Cariboo plateau 
and valleys. Another map, the Ques 
nel sheet, being completed, whic. 
will cover the territory between that 
embraced in the Chilcoten and North 
Thompson sheets. 

The series of maps, together with 
the series of pamphléts, published by 
the department of lands, 
in detail the topographical and other 
features of the Fort George, Fort 
Fraser, Skenna, “ariboo and Peace 
River land recording divisions, will 
prove a gieat value to intending 
settlers.
